POLITICAL (DOMESTIC.) 


THE Rozndmcha, of the 7th October, suggests the need of 
establishing a Municipal Committee at Kakoree (Lucknow). 
The town, it is said, was formerly under the Chowkeedaree 
Tax, which was attended with three evils, viz., inequality of 

assessment, half-yearly instead of monthly collections, and. 
negligence on the part of the chowkeedars. 

To remove these evils, Mr. Quinton, late Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Lucknow, in consultation with the chief men of 
Kakoree, proposed that a Municipal Committee should be 
established in the town, and under the Deputy Commissioner- 
ship of Mr. Sparks the proposal was even sanctioned, and the 
collection of the Chowkeedaree Tax was stopped. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the tax has now been set on foot again with 
great rigour, and the proposal to establish a Municipal Com- 
mittee has been abandoned for the present. This has brought 

| the people to great straits, especially as they find it difficult 
fF to pay the arrears of the tax for the last two years or more in 
a lump sum. 

The editor does not see any reason for relinquishing the — 
project of a Municipal Committee, which was in favour with 
all the people, and which, besides removing the evils oforounid, , 
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would have ensured sufficient attention to the health and 
cleanliness of the town, 


The attention of the authorities is invited to this, 
~The Akhbdr-i-Anjuman-i-Punjab, of the 10th October, at- 


tacks the Indian Public Opinion fora general charge of indo- 


Jence brought by the latter against the Native Judges of the 
Punjab. 


The Akhbdr-i-Anjuman-i-Punjab can hardly believe that 
this charge is made in earnest. It is an undisputed fact that 
the industry and zeal displayed by Native Judges, the special 
information and experience they possess, and consequently their 
penetration and discernment of the real facts of cases,—are 
qualities which are rarely to be met with in European officers. 
An officer of so wide experience of the Punjab as Mr. Forsyth 
writes as follows on the Native Judicial: officers of that Pro- 


_ vince, in.an essay whieh appeared among the volumes of the 


Transactions of the Asiatic Society, London, for the year 1873 : 
e—‘¢ Of.a truth, the European Civilian who comes to India as an 
Assistant Commissioner is instructed in the work of his office 
by his native subordinates ; but such are the principles of the 
Government that, while the poor Mislkhwan or Sherishtadar, 
who taught the Civilian, , remains so all his life, the Sahib 


becomes a Deputy Commissioner and Commissioner in a brief 
space of time.” 


This ‘remark — fully for the ability or inability of 
Native officers. As it is, the very points in which Native 
Judges are blamed by the Indian Public Opinion are those in 
which they' are especially deserving of praise. Not only are 
they..more punctual in their attendance than the European 
officers, but their Courts’ often open earlier and close later 
than the fixed hour. So, also, while the European Civilians, 
in the. pride. of their ability, care little about . the circulars 


and precedents of the Higher Conrts. of Appeal, the Native 
J wien wine 9 adhere to them. 
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All things considered, the statement. of the Indian. Publio 
Opinion is a proof of the editor’s selfishness aud ignorance of facts. 


_ A correspondent of the Lauh-i-Mahfuz, of the same date, 
complains of the bad and almost impassable state of the road 
from Roorkee to Hurdwar, and wonders that the attention of 
Government should not have been directed to the need of 
repairing this road, which is the resort of a large number of 
persons, especially on the occasion of fairs. 


The Akbdr-t-Anjuman-i-Hind, of the 11th October, take 


exception to the practice recently introduced into the Regis- 
tration Department, according to which a Hindoostanee lady, 
who for want of a male relative may be obliged to attend the 
Court in person in a doolie or palanquin for the execution of the 
registration of a deed, is required to put out her hands front 
the purdah in order that any ‘marks or spots on them may be’ 
noted down for purposes of identification. As this practice is 
inconsistent with the rules of female privacy which the natives 
are bound to observe, the editor suggests that in such cases the 
identification should be made by the a gency of a tr minenthy 
woman appointed for the purpose. : 


_.. The same paper notices a daring dacoity which recently 
took place in Mouzah Hurdaspore, two miles north of Roy — 
Bareilly, which is the Zemindareé of the late Gouree Shunker, 
Talookdar, and contains a Gunj which is called after the Ze- 
mindar and is inhabited by wealthy men. The particulars 
were these, A gang of 16 or 17 robbers entered the mou-; 
zah armed with lathies, and carried away money and property 
estimated at upwards of Rs. 1,000, at the.same time..wound- 
_ ing four or five men. The Police are busy in making 9 
search after the offenders. | 


The Kdrndémah, of the 13th October, regrets to state that 
in consequence of some ill-designing persons having preju~ 
diced the minds-of the authorities with false and fabricated 
statements, the monthly stipend of Rs. 4,500 which was 
hitherto regularly paid from the Government treasury to Ma- 
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lika-i-Jahan, widow of the Emperor Mahomed Ali Shak, has 
been discontinued. The editor considers this to be a fresh 
grievance for the people of Oudk. It is observed that when, 
after the mutiny of 1857, the English rule was re-established 
in Oudh, a stipend of Rs. 4,500 per mensem was settled on the 
widowed lady by Government in consideration of the monthly 
allowance of Rs. 9,000 formerly received by her. This sti- 
pend has all along pnerenai to be paid to her, and there seems 
to be no reason why it should be stopped now. As the wife 


_ of the Emperor Mahomed Ali Shah, the Malika has a right to 


the allowance just as much as any other heir of the royal 
family of Oudh. 


The editor hopes the attention of the Viceroy will be i in- 
vited to the matter, and doubts not that when His Excellency 
examines the documents of 1856 and 1858, and makes enqui- 
ries from the members of the royal family, the machinations 
of the informants, who have brought blame on the former 
officers of Government and proved their investigations to be 
false, will be brought to light, and the intriguers will be duly 
punished, while the stipend in question will be restored. 


He adds that while the informants have succeeded in mis- 
leading the authorities by mis-statements with the object of 
ruining persons of high rank and position, it is to be regret- 
ted that none of the well-wishers of Government should 
have brought to notice the need of getting in 4} instal- 
ments of revenue, which were due by the Nazims and Chuk- 
ledars to the king of Oudh at the time of the annexation of 
the province to the English dominions, and which Govern- 
ment had held itself responsible to collect for the king. He 
wonders that the ex-king of Oudh, too, should have neglected to 
demand payment of the arrears; and thinks that if he were to 
do so even now, the defaulters would unquestionably be called 
to account, when they would reap the fruit of their malicious 


designs for ruining grandees, by having to pay an enormous 
sum out of their accumulated treasures, - 
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The Oudh Akhbér, of the 17th October, in alluding to the © 
same subject, remarks that the sudden stoppage of the large 
pension of Rs. 4,500 per mensem has involved the Begum and 
her numerous dependents in such distress as it is cnnier to 
imagine than describe ; and that it is a subject of deep concern 
to the whole city. The cause of the stoppage of the pension is 
to the editor a mystery. 


The Kavi Vachan Sudhé, of the same date, in a communi- 
cated article, remarks on the need of admitting the Hindoo- 
stanees to a fair share in the proceedings of the Indian Legis- 
lative Council. Under the existing arrangements the council 
is composed chiefly of European members, who cannot be ex- 
pected to be fully acquainted -with the manners and customs of 
the country, while the few Hindoostanees, in the person of the 
Rajahs and -_Nawabs who are selected as members, are useless 
for consultation, and are there merely for form’s sake. In the 
writer’s opinion, the opinions of the chief men of the classes 
which any new measure is intended to affect should always be 
asked while the Bill is in draft, before mre the measure 
to pass into law. 


The Nur-ul-Absdér, of the 15th October, has another ar- 
ticle on the killing of dogs. As before, the practice is con- 
demned as extremely cruel and barbarous, and the writer 
wonders that a civilized Government such | as the En glish 


should permit it. 


The Mur agqa-i- Tahzib, of the same dete, devotes a leader 
to forced labour, in which the editor condemns the practice 
of pressing men into service, which he considers to be inhu- 
man ; and then goes on to describe in vivid colours the wrongs 
and grievances to which poor persons are subjected during the 
periodical tours of officers through their districts, by being 
forced to carry heavy luggage from one stage to another, and 
getting less wages than they should, or-no wages at all, and by. 
other acts of oppression, Similarly, all carts whatever, though 
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they may be going on the most urgent business, are seized, to 
the great inconvenience and against the will of the owners. 


All this is extremely improper and unjust, and the editor 
calls upon Government to adopt the necessary measures for 


removing the grievance. 


The Jalwa-i-Jir, of the 1 6th October, points out the need 
of metalling the road from Yarpore to Thanna Bhawnn, in the 


Moozuffernuggur district, and building a bridge over the river 
Krishnee near Jelalpore. In its present state the road is 
almost impassable, to the great inconvenience of passengers. 


The Oudh Akhbér, of the 17th October, in its correspond- 
ence columns, takes up the case of the men of the three regi- 


- ments of Native Cavalry at Mysore, who have recently come 


under reduction. It is said that these men have followed the 
military profession from generation to generation, and that, 
therefore, it is very hard for them to be thus suddenly thrown 
out of employment. Worse still, they have been allowed no 
gratuity or pension adequate to their services, only those of 
them whose services exceed 20 years, and such are very few, 
having been allowed a pension of but Rs. 5 a month. 


The Koh-i-Nur, of the 18th October, in a communicated 
article, advocates the claims of Tehseeldars and their Assist- 
ants to a travelling allowance while on tour through their 
pergunnahs. The writer begins by saying that the rules 
relating to travelling allowance are in general arbitrary. 
Travelling allowance is granted to some officers whose claims 
are small, and is denied to others whose claims are great. 
For instance, while Inspectors, Deputy Inspectors and Chief 
Mohurrirs of Schools, Superintendents and Assistant Superin- 
tendents of Police, Executive Engineers, Overseers, Sub-over- 
seers, Forest Engineers, and the like officers, the very nature 
of whose duties supposes travelling and supervision, are allow- 
ed a travelling allowanee, probably in order to encourage 
them to travel, Inspectors and Deputy Inspectors of Police, — 
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whose duties are of precisely the same kind, receive none 
Tehseeldars and Naib Tehseeldars, of whose duties travelling 
dose not constitute as essential a part as it does in case of the 
aforesaid officers, but who have, nevertheless, to make conti- 
nual tours through their pergunnahs with a pomp and equipage 
suited to their rank as Sub-collectors and Magistrates, receive 
no travelling allowance, nor even the carriage hire of the 
office records which they have to take with them in tour ; and, 
what is still more surprising, even the mohurrirs who accom- 


pany them in such tours, and who draw very low salaries, are 
denied a batta. 


_ Government is asked to see to. this, and to revise the rules 
relating to travelling allowance. with reference to the above 
remarks. In the writer’s opinion, Tehseeldars, in virtue of 
their office as Sub-collectors and Magistrates, should be allowed 
the same privileges while travelling as Collectors and .Magis- - 
trates or Deputy Commissioners enjoy. 


- They should’ be supplied with a tent of the same kind as 
that allowed to Extra Assistant Commissi oners, carriage hire 
for their office records and furniture, and travelling allowance 
for themselves, as well as for their umlah. 


The same paper publishes the conclusion of the account 
of the travels of a correspondent through the cities of the 
Punjab, noticed in the Selections from time to time. Thisis a 
notice of the correspondent’s visit to Goordaspore and Butiala, 
in the Umritsur division. 


The points which particularly strike the writer. are : 
narrowness and irregularity of the bazaars of Goordaspore, 
and the mismanagement of the Municipality.- There are no 
proper arrangements for cleanliness, and the water of the 
tank is.suffered to remain impure, notwithstanding the 
close proximity of a canal, while woman freely bathe naked 
at kutcha ponds. All this is considered very surprising, 
seeing that Goordaspore is the Sudder Station of a district of 
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the Umritsur division, and that the Municipality ‘there com- 
mands a large income. ) 


The arrangements for cleanliness at Buttala are said to 
be equally defective. Maharajah Shere Singh’s beautiful tank, 
also, is sadly in want of repairs. 


Under the heading “ Ghazeeabad,” the same paper prefers 
a similar complaint. The Municipality is blamed for its sheer 
apathy in the matter of keeping the town clean. Filth is 
said to be thrown out close to the gates of the town, in con- 
sequence of which an offensive smell is spread all around, which 
generates disease. 


The Kavi Vachan Sudhé of the 20th October, urges on 
the Municipaiity of Benares the necessity of attending to the 
cleanliness of Lallita Ghat, which is said to be in a very filthy 
state. The place is resorted to by a large number of the Hin- 
doos for performing the obsequies of their dead, and careful 
attention to cleanliness is therefore all the more necessary. 


The same paper thinks it a mistaken policy to allow the 
Natives full liberty to gamble during the first three days of the 
Devalee festival, as is done in some cities. Such indulgences 
are wrong in principle, and lead to the commission of the 
worst crimes. The writer assures the authorities that it is no 
religious injunction for the Hindoos to gamble in the Devalee 
days; and adds that, even supposing this were the case, the 
practice ought not on that account to be permitted by Govern- 
ment any more than is the offering up of a human sacrifice to 
the goddess Kali, although the Shastras enjoin such sacrifice 
on the day preceding the festival. 


The same paper calls upon the Magistrate of Mirzapore, 
where budmashes are said to be very troublesome, to imitate, 


the energy and tact of the new Magistrate of Benares in 
checking the nuisance. 


r The same paper draws attention to a:serious case of con- 
cealment of murder by the Police at Muttra, the particulars. 
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being these. Chhunnee, the head priest of the temple of Gopal 

Lall Gosain in New Gokul, a village in that district, having 
lost his wife, by whom he had a son aged nine or ten years, 
married another named Chunda. - This second wife, who bears 
a profligate character, was prevented from following the impro- 
per courses by her step-son, on which she killed him witha 
sickle while sleeping at night, and meant to bury the corpse in 
the courtyard of the house, when her neighbours saw what was 
going on, and brought the Police to the spot. The latter, how- 
ever, on receiving a bribe, concealed the crime. Chhunnee paid 
dearly for his wife’s offence by his excommunication from his 
caste, and expulsion from the temple at which he ministered. 


The editor remarks that, if this statement be true, the 
Police have certainly been guilty of a very serious offence. 


The Akhbdr-i-Anjuman-i- Punjab, of the 17th October, is 
surprised to learn that Mr. Melville should have been degraded 
to the post of Assistant Commissioner for having quitted the 
Christian faith and embraced Islam. The rules of the Civil 
Service, to which Mr. Melville belongs, contain no condition as 
to religion or creed, and the editor, therefore, thinks it strange 
that Mr. Melville should have been degraded simply for having 
changed his religion, 


The Meerut Gazette, of the 18th October, remarks that as 
there is no English law according to which it would be right 
to degrade a person or dismiss him from his post simply for 
changing his religion, but, on the contrary, Hindoo as well as 
Musalman officers of Government on embracing the Christian 


~~ faith retain the post held by them before changing their reli- 


gion (witness the case of Dr. Chimmun Lal, Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon, Delhi, and of Moulvie Sufder Ali, Deputy Inspector 
of Schools, Jubbulpore), Government has certainly dealt un- 


justly in Mr. Melville’s case. 


- -One or two other papers, e. g., the Rohilkhund Akhbdr of 
Moradabad, remark on the case much in the same spirit. 
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The Agra oer of the 10th October, under the head- 
ing “ Mehidpore” (Central India), refers to the serious affray, 
attended with bloodshed, which recently happened in .conse- 
quence of the long standing quarrel about boundaries be- 
tween the inhabitants of Pertabgurh and Banswarah. The 
number of men killed or wounded on both sides is said to be 
nearly 200. According to vd writer, the Banswarah people 
were the aggressors. 


The writer goes on to remark on the long continued negli- 
gence and oppression of the officers of the Banswarah State, 
and the mismanagement said to prevail in Pertabgurh. It is 
stated that, notwithstanding that the income of the latter State 
is nine lacs of rupees, and that at the time of the death of the 
late Rajah there were 20 lacs in the treasury, the State has 
fallen into ruin, on account of the luxurious habits of the 
Chief and the mismanagement of his Kamdar. The pergunnah 
has become desolate, the subjects have quitted the State, the 
soldiers of the army are starving, and the treasury is empty. 
The Rajah is'a puppet in the hands of his menials, and is too 
much addicted to drinking to attend to State affairs. Bhoorajee, 
the accountant of the State, who was thrown into prison long 


ago, and whose whole property was confiscated, has in vain 
sought for justice. 


The Odeypore correspondent of the Dabdaba-t-Sikandart, 
of the 13th October, states that complaints of the oppression 
of the Foujdaree patrols are often to be heard in the villages 
belonging to that State, and regrets that a department whick 


was established for removing grievances should be the cause 
of enhancing them. 


The Almorah Akhbar, of the 15th October, learns from a 
correspondent that on the 15th September, a Brahmin, named 
Doollubh Joshee, living in Dotee (Nepal), having died, his 
two wives went to the cremation ground, attended with music, 
and after distributing ‘alms amounting to Ra. 1,000, were 
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burnt according’ to the usual ceremony in presence of 800 
spectators. 


The Oudh Akhbdr, of the 24th October, noticing the same 
incident, wonders that while under the auspices of the Eng- 
lish Government, suttee has been abolished throughout India, 
and even the wives of the Rajahs and Maharajahs of Rajpoo- 
tana, where the inhuman practice was most prevalent and 
was obstinately kept up, are forcibly prevented from sacrificing 
themselves, the existence of the practice should be allowed in 
Nepal. 

In the editor’s opinion Government should take this op- 
portunity to exact a fresh agreement from Sir Jung Bahadoor, 
holding him responsible in this and other matters. Unless 
this is done, Nepal will remain a refractory State. 


A Jodhpore correspondent of the Koh-i-Nur, of the 18th 
October, complains of the filthy state of the lanes and bazaars 
of that city, and invites the attention of the authorities of the 
State tothe abuse. In the writer’s opinion, the authorities 
would do well to establish a Municipal Committee in the city. 


A Benares correspondent of the Shola-i-Tiur, of the 23rd 
October, states that it has given great pleasure to all the 
Nepalese living in that city to learn that Maharajah Sir Jung 
Bahadur, G.C.B., G.C.S.I., has recently received a rich 
khillut from the ae of China. Accordin » to the corres- 
pondent, the value of the khillut is Rs. 50,00,000, and it com- 
prises a robe covered all over with gold, a fulghee (ornament 
worn on the turban) studded with jewels, besides other orna- 
ments set with precious gems. 

COMMERCIAL. 
Railways. 
The Panjabi-Akhbar, of the 18th October, states that more 


than a year ago it made a suggestion to the following effect :— 
| _ 6 The notices issued by the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Rail- 
way Company are not useful for supplying information to the 
public. They are generally in English, and are hung only 
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at Railway Stations, in consequence of which their usefulness 
is very limited. In our opinion, Oordoo and Hindee transla- 
‘tions of the Railway Guide and notices should be widely cir- 
culated among the common people, and the notices should be 
fixed at streets and thoroughfares for the information of the 
public. | 


Government took due notice of this suggestion and invit- 
‘ed the attention of the railway authorities to it, and the con- 
sequence was that the complaint was removed, to the great 
benefit. both of the Railway Company and the public. Un- 
fortunately, the old state of things has recently been restored, 
in consequence of which the people are put to great inconveni- 
ence, while the Company suffers much loss. 


The attention of the authorities is invited to this. 


The Dabdaba-i-Sikandrai, of the 20th October, refers to 
the case lately brought by the editor of the Ahmedabad Samé- 
char against the B. B. and C. I. Railway Company in the 
Small Cause Court of that city on the charge that the Com- | 
pany compelled him to sit in the same carriage with a sweeper, 
and which was referred by the latter to the Bombay High 
Court with the remark that the notion that the complainant 
was wronged by being made to sit in the same carriage with 
a sweeper, was based on a vain superstition of the Hindoo 
religion. ‘The High Court endorsed this opinion, and the case 
was dismissed. 


The Dabdaba-i-Sikandari joins its Native contemporaries, 
and especially the Oudh Akhbdr, in thinking it strange that 
no notice of the case in question should have been taken by 
the authorities, which has made a noise throughout India; and 
in remarking that when such is the case, railway authorities, 
besides compelling Hindoostanee gentlemen to sit in the same 
carriage with sweepers, will in future take greater liberties, 
‘In the opinion of the editor of the Oudh Akhbdr, to level 
all distinctions between man and’ man (sab: ko ek lakri’ se 
hankné), which is not.only inconsistent with justice, but wrong 
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in principle; and he urges on Government the imperative neces- 
sity of laying down a resolution prohibiting Railway Compa- 
njes from seating sweepers, chamars, and other low castes in 
the same carriages with Hindoostanee gentlemen. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The Lauh-t-Mahfuy, of the 10th October, notices the dis-- 
affection prevailing among the teachers of the Government 
Zillah School at Budaon, and the anarchy and decline in the 
progress of the school consequent onit. There is only one boy 
in the first and two in the second class ; while the pupils of the 
lower classes have grown disobedient and disrespectful. This 
state of things was witnessed by the Assistant Inspector on his 
recent visit to the school, and was reported by him to the higher 
authorities, when some of the teachers were fined. But this, 
far from producing any salutary result, has only served to make 
the teachers more refractory.. In the writer’s opinion, unless 
these men are transferred to some other school, things. will 
never be set to rights. 


The Lawrence Gazette, of the 10th October, revives the 
question started by the Vernacular Press some time ago, as 
to the ‘desirablity of allowing the Musalman boys studying 
at Government Colleges and Schools, a few minutes in school 
time tosay their prayers. It is observed that Musalmans of 
all classes regard it as a paramount duty of their religion to 
say their daily prayers and to keep Friday sacred, just as 
Sunday is kept among Christians. So indispensable do they 
consider this duty, that the poorest among them will rather 
starve than agree to serve in a manufactory or workshop 
where they may not be allowed time to say their usual prayers. 
Such being the case, it may be imagined how painful it is 
felt. by Mahomedans to find no time to perform this duty 
allowed to their sons who study at Government Colleges and 
Schools. In fact this, according: to the editor, is one of the 
chief reasons why a large portion of the Mahomedans are 
averse to sending their sons to Government Schools. 
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The attention of the Educational authorities is invited to 
this, and they are asked to set aside a short time in school 


hours to allow nen man boys to = their daily and Friday 
prayers. 


The Koh-i-Nur, of the 11th October, notices the flourish- 

ing state of the Hindoo School set up at Loodhiana throngh 
the exertions of the enterprising Native gentlemen of that city, 
and hopes that Government will be moved to allow a monthly 
grant-in-aid for the institution, despite the endeavours of 
the Christian Missionaries at Loodhiana to deprive the school 
of the benefit. Influenced by religious prejudices, the Mis- 
sionaries are striving by all means in their power to blight 
the prospects of the school. The editor considers this con- 
duct of the Missionaries highly blameable. 


The Benares Akhbar, of the 16th October, takes exception 
to the new rule, said to have been enforced in the Benares 
College, according to which students who fail to obtain a fixed 
percentage of marks in the annual departmental examination 
have their names struck off the eollege rolls. In the editor’s 
opinion, the rule is too strict, and one which would seem to 
be against the wishes of the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
North- Western Provinces, seeing that His Honor has recently 
reduced the scale of schooling fees, and ruled that in future 
the same fee will be taken from students for re-admission into 
a college or sc! bool as is taken on their first admission, in 
order, it would appear, to encourage students to seek re-entry 
into a school or college which they have been obliged to 
leave. 


The attention of the Lieutenant- Governor i is invited to this. 


The Panjdbi Akhbdr, of the 18th October, praises Sirdar 
Dyal Singh, a native gentleman and Honorary Magistrate 
of Umritsur, for having established an English school in Mu- 
jeetha, a town in that district. A magnificent house has been. 
set aside for the school, and a tract.of land yielding an annual, 
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income of Rs. 360 has been permanently endowed for its main- 


tenance. The attendance at the school numbers 125, and 
there is every prospect of its making a rapid progress. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Oudh Akhbar, of the 21st October, publishes a dia- 
logue between the Deputy Commissioner of a district and a 
Native pleader on the question of Hindoostanees wearing — 
shoes in Courts, public assemblies, &c. The drift is, that it is 
a mistake of the European officers to think that, just as they 
show their respect by putting off their hat, Hindoostanees, 
among whom this custom does not hold, should show respect 
to their. European superiors by putting off their shoes 
when they visit them, as they do when they visit Native gen- 
tlemen. It is shown that putting off one’s shoes is no mark 
of respect among the Hindoostanees, which they show by 
making alow bow, rising up from their seat, not taking their 
seat when they see their respectable friends standing, wearing 
superb and elegant dresses, which they do not wear when in 
the company of their compeers and fellow companions, and by 
the like. forms of etiquette; and that the reason why they do 
not sit on a friend’s carpet with their shoes on, is simply that 
the friend himself does not sit on his carpet with his shoes 
on, unlike the Europeans, who use their shoes on their carpet, 
and ought therefore to have no objection to allow their 
Hindoostanee visitors, ike their Baropean aay te do the 
same. 3 
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
